1. Short title and commencement : (1) These rules may 
be called the Export of Electrical Appliances and Accessories 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication. 

2. Definitions : In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires : — 

(a) “Act" means the Export (Quality Control and Ins- 
pection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963) ; 

(b) “agency” means any of the Agencies established at 
Bombay, Calcutta, Cochin, Delhi and Madras or 
any other organisations recognised by the Central 
Govt, under section 7 of the Act ; 

(c) “Electrical appliances and accessories” shall mean 
any of the products mentioned In the schedule ap- 
pended to these rules. 

3. Basis and procedure for inspection : 

(1) The inspection shall be carried out with a view to 
ensuring that Electrical Appliances and Accessories 
intended for export, have been produced by exercis- 
ing the levels of control specified in Annexure II or 
Annexure III or the quality or the same conforms to 
the specifications recognised by the Central Govern- 
ment under section 6 of the Act, 

(2) Any one of the following schemes of inspection shall 
be adopted for electrical appliances and accessories, 
namely : — 

(a) Self-Certification : (1) Any manufacturing unit ful- 
filling the norms listed in Anr£xure-IT shall apply 
to the Regional Office of Export Inspection Coun- 
cil, Aman Chambers (4th Floor), 113, M. Karve 
Road, Bombay-400004.

Norms of Self-Certification 

(ij The unit should have an effective and comprehensive 
quality control set up covering all operations, 

(ill The quality control set up should be headed by a 
competent technical person at a senior level and he 
■'hould not be reporting to an officer who is in charge 
of production. 

(hi) The unit should have detailed company standards not 
only for its products but also for the entire range 
ot raw materials and components that are bought out. 
Such company standards should not be lower in 
quality to that of the relciant Indian Standard Speci- 
fications. 

(ivj '1 he unit must have its own facilities for routine 
and acceptance tests and to the extent possible, type 
tests as well. Further the unit should have necessary 
equipment lor exorcising an effective metrological 
control over the gauges used by them. 

(v) The unit should have a clearly laid down scheme 
of testing and inspection indicating the characteristics 
to be tested and the frequency of testing to ensure 
conformity of its production to I he standard specifica- 
tions. The existence of .1 scheme of testing alone 
would not be sufficient but the unit should be able 
to convince an independent panel about its efficacy. 

(vi) The goods to be exported and to be certified under 
self-certification should conform to the relevant 
Indian Standard or any other recognised national 
standard. 

( vii ) The unit should have a record of continuous con- 
sumer satisfaction in Tndia and in the overseas mar- 
kets for a minimum period of 3 years. Incidents of 
complaints of design, manufacture and packaging 
should be minimum and in the event of any such 
complaint the unit should have Liken effective and 
positive measures of improvement and ensured custo- 
mer satisfaction. 

(viii) In the case of direct exports by ancillary units, 
who are also supplying to O.F. manufacturers in 
India theie should be a consis'ent. record of quality 
supplies to (hem for a minimum period of 3 years. 

(ix) Apart from the norms prescribed above, the units 
will also be required to have the stipulated in-process 
quality control. 

ANNEXURE 111 
(Sec rule 3) 

In-proccss Quality Control ; 

The quality of the electrical appliances and accessories 
intended for export shall be ensured by the manufacturer by 
effecting the following controls at different stages of manu- 
facture. 

1. Brought out materials and components control : 

(a) Purchase specifications shall be laid down bv (lie 
manufacturer incorporating the properties of materials 
or components to be used and the detailed dimen- 
sions thereof with tolerances. 

(h) The accepted consignments shall be either accom- 
panied by a producer’s test certificate corroborating 
the requirement of the purchase specifications or in 
the absence of such test certificates, samples from 
each consiftiimrul shall lie irimliirlv tested to check 
up its c.mformuv to tile pui chase specifications. 

7'he producer's ted certiflcae shall bt counter- 
checked atlcasl once in five consignments to verify 
the correctness. 


(el The incoming consignments shall be inspected and 
tested for ensuring conformity to purchase specifi- 
cations against statistical sampling plans. 

(d) After the inspection or lest is carried out, syste- 
matic methods shall be adopted in segregating the 
accepted and rejected materials or components and 
in disposal of rejected materials or components. 

(e) Adequate records in respect of the abovetnentioned 
controls shall be systematically maintained. 

2. Process Control : 

(a) Detailed process specifications shall be luid down 
by the manufacturers for various processes of manu- 
facture. 

(b) Equipment or instrumentation facilities shall bo 
adequate to control the processes as laid down in 
the process specifications. 

(c) .Adequate records shall be maintained to enable 
die verification of the controls exercised during the 
process of manufacture. 

3. Product Control : 

(a) The manufacturer shall either have his own testing 
facili.ies or shall have access to such testing facili- 
ties existing elsewhere to test the product as per 
the standard specification. Adequate records thereof 
shall be main'aincd. 

(b) Sampling ( who ever required) for testing shall be 
based on a recoixled investigation. 

(c) Each and every assembly shall be checked against 
a laid down inspection check list. 

4. Metrological Control : 

Gauges and instruments used in the production and 
inspection shall be periodically checked or cali- 
bra ed and records shall be maintained in (he 

form of history cards. 

5. Preservation Control : 

(a) A detailed specification shall be laid dow n by the 
manufacturer to safeguard the product from adverse 
effects of whether conditions. 

(b) The product shall be well preserved both during 

storage and during transit. 

6. Packing Control : 

A specification shall be laid down for packing the afore- 
said products.

S.O. 1695. — Whereas an Industrial dispute exists between 
the management of Western Coalfields Limited, Rd. Qr. Nag- 
pur and their workmen represented by Maharashtra Pradesh 
Rashtriya Koyla Khadan Kamgar Sangh (INTUC); 

And whereas the said management and their W'orkmen have 
by a written agreement in pursuance of the provisions of 
sub-aection (1) of Section 10A of the Industrial Disputes 
Act. 1947 (14 of 1947) agreed to refer the said dispute to 
arbitration of the person mentioned therein and a copy of 
the said arbitration agreement has been forwarded to the 
Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the provisions of sub- 
section (3) of Section 10A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947 (14 of 1947) the Central Government hereby publishes 
the said arbitration agreement which was received by it on 
the 24th March, 1979.
